That Cost of Logging, Etc., May Be 
Reduced—U. S. Forest Service Offi- 
cers to Lecture. 


Tho 25,000,000 acres ot forest In Cal- 


ifornia bristle with, problems for inves- 
tigation. 


The University of California, has juat 


completed the organization of a new 
department of forestry In order to try 
to help solve them. 


Efficiency methods In logging need to 


be developed by stop watuh observa- 
tions and motion studies. To reduce 
the cost of logging by 10 cents pet 1,000 
board foot would save $12." 000 a year, 
or un Increase in the value of Califor- 
nia tunber o£ $85,000,000. 


Nobody knows yet how fast Califor- 


nia trees grow. Tho division of forest- 
ry wants to find out, no that the state, 
counties, towns and railroads, lumber 
and water power cojipautes «ui device 
wise policies 1'or growing permanent 
crops of timber on the vast acieuge ua- 
sulted for other purposes 


The uuhcrsity albo wants to train 


specialists In tropical forestry to solve 
the problems of the vast foicsts of Cen- 
tral and South America and the or'ent 
•—storehouses of untouched wealth. 


It wag In rcbponse to urgent demands 


from the lumber Interests of California 
and from the raeltlc logging congress 
that the University of Callfoinia or- 
ganized its division of forestry, with 
a faculty of two professors of forestry, 
Walter Mulford ard David Townseud 
Mason, and three assistant professors. 


To Toach All Branches 


A short course is to be given from 


Jon. 15 to April 7, with training for 
rangers, fire guards and cmp'oyees of 
lumber companies In surveying and 
mapping; forest administration, im. 
provemcuts, piotectton and mensura- 
tion; silviculture; logging and graying, 
and lectures by the United States for- 
est service officers. 


All lLo forestry students are to have 


mur.h practical training out In the Cor- 
est. A summer camp N 111 bo maintain 
cd for eleven weeks every year, wliere 
students will bo drilled In Umber es- 
timating, forest mapping, scnllng, the 
study of tree giowth, it oodmanshln 
and the planning of logging operations.
